But what 
happens whon tho Individuals refuse to 
absorb a fow slmplo facts that nro avail- 
able to unyono who con read? 

Although many civic-minded persons 
are not ready to admit it, oven afler tho 
oamo situation has existed for youra, tho 
simple fuct is that too many Individuals 
cannot bo bothered.

The master street plan calls 
for the city of Twin Falls to 
adopt standard street widths by 
revision of the existing ordlnaafJsK 

' It was re«wnmerided"that resi- 
dential streets be 34, feet wide 
from curb to curb; commercial 
streets bo U or 53 feet wide; col- 
lectors- 1 residential, be 40 feet, 
and commercial be 44 feet. Ar- 
terial streets, lor the present de- 
velopment, should be 44 feet. and 
should be widened to M feet In 
future development. 

The city should adopt mini- 
mum street right-of-way widths 
through revisions In the plan- 
ning und coning ordinance ' and 
the aubdlvlslon ordinance, the re- 
port.said.-_ — ,„ 

The report said proposed routes 
deemed advisable for adequate 
arterial and commercial street 
development. In accordance with 
master street plan, should be 
an BO-foot minimum. 

And all other street dedications 
should be 6<Moot minimum*, 
with the exception of dead-end 
street* with no possibility of fu- 



ture wrtgittlno. These dead-end 
streets could navw a mln1m' 1T n 
right-of-way of 60 feet, with 
turn -around at the dosed end of 

a 100-foot minimum diameter. 

The report amid It la time to 
seriously consider the matter of 
adequate' street right-of-way 
width. The term "adequate 
right-of-way" la based upon 
some conclusion as to the -width 
of street necessary to safely and 
economically carry the existing 
and projected future trsffic to, 
from and through an area. 

The report said street width 
normally is determined by the 
existing and/or predicted traffic 
use, which must consider factors 
of vehicle frequency, site and 
speed. Vehicle weight should be 
considered for strength design. 

Although compact cars have 
reached some -popularity In re-, 
cent years, the standard, and 
luxury cars continue to be con-, 
a true ted wider and longer. This 
Indicates that wider traffic lanes 
should be constructed to accom- 
modate these larger vehicles. 

Although there Is a general 
divergence of definition as to 
proper names for the different 
types of street sections developed 



for certain _ usea within urban 
areas, only ' four sections Were 
discussed in the report. 

They are residential streets, 
which provide access to indi- 
vidual proper t ies: commercial 
streets, which provide access to 
Individual businesses and Indus- 
tries] collector — street*.- — which 
connect neighborhoods and res- 
idential and commercial streets 
to the arterial street system, and 
arterial streets, which provide 
main road transportation net- 
work. 

It Is recommended residential 
streets should be 30 feet wide 
from curb to curb. The report 
said residential streets should be 
wider to provide easy access to 
all contiguous property at rea- 
sonably alow speed. 

It Is recommended commercial 
and Industrial street* be_devel- 
oped to a 63-foot width where 
adequate right-of-way exists or 
can be readily acquired. The re- 
port said where lesser right-of- 
way Is available, a 44-foot street 
width Is recommended. 

It Is recommended a street 
designated as a collector should 
be 44 feet wide because of a large 
volume of traffic. -
